In the livestock marketing plan 
provision ismade for ‘pooling’ at the 
discretion of the board. It may here 
be emphasized that both the live- 
stock and poultry marketing plans 
include powers to be vested in the 
\iberta boards, not necessarily tor 
imimnediate use, but also for use in 
emergencies that may today be un- 
thought of, Obviously all of the 
powers of these boards need not to- 
day be exercised, some of them may
